Also, 
most of the bandit leaders have 
taken unto themselyes the title of 
General, without the least shadow 
of authority. Now that Chiang 
Kai-shek i has, retired fron the 
principal role in ‘the Southern 
ranks, there is a plethora of Gen-

the ‘time being at any. rate. The

It is, indeed, 
almost an impossible task to follow 
the movements of all the Generals, 
and the better plan is perhaps to 
confine oneself to the Marshals, 
who already number not a few. 
Yet every General is a potential 
Marshal, and for that matter, every 
in China may 
truly be said to carry a Marshal’s 
baton in his knapsack. So the 
ranks of the Generals are destined 
And in con- 
sidering the ,matter in’.this broad. 
aspect, one has to remember the' 
narrower" question of individual 
provinces, cach. with its numerous 
military commanders, who get’ into 
print whenever there there is'a 
chance 6f.a small war being fought. 
The report we published from Yun- 
nan the other day was a.cnse in 
point. At least half-a-dozen Generals 
are waging a little campaign all on 
their own there, and the student of 
Gencralship in this unhappy Jand 
may find therein a few more names 
for his collection.

CHICAGO MEAT KING DIES 
* IN LONDON. . 


London, Aug. 16. 

Following an illness ° lasting 
some time, and which, caused his, 
family to come over’ to. England 
recently, Mr. J, Ogden Armour, 
the well-known . Chicago. meat- 
packer, has died in London, 
where he was on a holiday. 

Mr. <Armour’s  nonagenarian 
mother died three weeks ago— 
Reuter. 

Mr. Jonathan Ogden Armour 
was born at Milwaukee in 1863, 
He went 'to Yale, but left.before 
graduating so as to take up busi- 
ness with his father in Chicago, 
Besides being chairman of the 
mentenackers,, Armour & Coi,' ‘ihe 
was a .diréetor of, among other 
concerns, the National City Bank 
of New York, the Hibernian Bank. 
ing Association, and other banks, 
as well as several, railway cam- 
panies, and trusts’ connected .with 
his business. He published a 
book, in 1906 ‘entitled"“The Pack- 
ers and the People.” 


' Business Built Up. 


Mr. Armour’s Hfe was the atory 
of, the growth of an industry and 
the rise of a great city. Through 
his efforts. hig father’s packing 
plant became the largest in the 
world ‘and the industry ‘made 
Chicago one of ‘the greatest com- 
mercial centred. in the United 
States, «.- ‘ 

When Philip D. Armour, his 
father, brought the Armour family 
to Chicago in 1875, the city by, 
the lake was struggling to’ re- 
build itself after the disastrous 
fire of 1871. The.elder Armour 


realized the strategic advantage’| : 


the city possessed, though its 
situation on Lake Michigan and 
in the centre’ of the fertile plains 
of the middle west. 

He built: ‘up the business of 
Armour & Co. to G,$182,000,000 in 
its record financial, period and 
died happily, thinking the ultim- 
ate had beén reached... - 

His son, who had left Yale in 
1881, a year before his gradua- 


tion, to.go into the firm, 'believ-' 


ed that his father had only made 
a beginning and set himself to 
prove it. 
his most optimistic dreams. He 
watched the volume of business 
go beyond the G.$100,000,000 mark 
and promise to climb even high- 
er.

and made Armour & Co, an inter- 
national institution, He opened 
the ports of the world to the live- 
stock raisers in South America 
for the first time: 

_ In 1891, just before he had as- 
sumed active direction-of the firm, 
young Armour married Miss Lolita 
Sheldon, daughter’ of Martin J. 
Sheldon, Sheffield, Conn. To- 
gether they fostered the philan- 
thropies which the elder Armour 
had conceived. Armour Institute 
beedime a'technical school of na- 
tional reputation and its enroll- 
ment doubled and tripled. Under 
direction of the. Armours it led 
the field in| important seientific 
research, ' 

As the wealth and prestige of 
the. Ogden firm ‘increased, Arm- 
our’s ‘business activities ‘beeame 
More varied. He was a director 
in a score or more of banks, rail- 
ronds, and other financial insti- 
tutions. Among them were the 
Chicago,. Milwaukee and St., Paul 
railroad, the Continental and Com- 
mercial Bank of Chicago, and the 
Northwestern .and National .In- 
surance Company of Milwaukee. 
He also inaugurated and develep- 
ed Armour & Co., Ltd., of London. 

In 1922, he, retired from active 
busitiess as president of Armour 
& Co. and fecame chairman of 
the board of directors. He was 
content to maintain: a more or 
léss, passive.control aver the great 
industry that he had established. 
He devoted his leigure to ‘an’ in- 
creasing number of philanthropies 
and hobbies. :

NOT GUILTY OF 
"MURDER. 


CASTLE PEAK TRIAL ENDS. 


Following a retirement of one 
and a half. hours ‘the jury in the 
Castle Peak murder trial brought 
ina verdict of. not guilty at 7.30 
last evening and. the prisoner was 
discharged. As sdon as ho left 
the dock he was followed by a 
large crowd of Chinese some of 
\whom had watched the whole of 
the procecdings since they started 
over a week ago, 


Final speeches by counsel were 
made yesterday'morning, Mr. F. C. 
Jenkin’s address to, the jury 
occupying an, hour before the tifin 
interval and two hours afterwards. 
His Lordship, My. Justice, Wood, 
summed up in an hour and a quar- 
der, the jury retiring ut 5.56 and 
returning at 7.25, 


Continuing his address in the 
afternoon Mr. Jenkin said that 
on the evidence of the ropes alone 
there was abundant material on 
which.any tribunal could say that 


‘the woman hanged herself, 


Mr. Jenkin. dwelt. exhaustively 
with the ropes and showed what 
the effect of cutting was and. how, 
the two ropes could’ at one time 
have been joined. His comments 
on the ropes alone occupied half an 
hour, 


‘Dealing with the knot on the 
rope round the neck he'said the 
woman could easily have made it 
while the rope, was round her neck. 
He was prepared to take off hig 
collar if necessary and demons- 
trate this, 


If prisoner had been an astute 
and cunning man he would have 
denied, that he- had" been to 
Canada. But on being asked 
about his journeys he had volun- 
teered-the information that he 
had ‘been to Canada twice, and 
therefore had double opportunities 
of acquiring knowledge of nauti- 
cal knots. There was no evidence

Evidence Discredited. 


With reference, to the. trousers 
which had figured in the -cagse, 
Mr. Jenkin asked why the prisoner 
should have taken them off. There 
was no reason for it. With regard 
to the question, of suicide the 
woman did not dress up although 
it. wag customary to do so, But 
because it, was customary. did not 
mean that there were no exeep- 
tions.

Japanese-owned cotton -mills in 
Shanghai; nine in number, will 
‘close on, September 1, as a protest 
against the 12% per cent. tax on 
‘manufactured goods, imposed by 
the’ Nanking Nationalist Govern- 
ment and effective on September 
1, according to a  statemént 
published in a Japanese | news- 
paper. a 

The ‘closing of the Japanese 
mills, it is asserted, will throw 
approximately 60,000 persons out 
of work, the enforced idleness of 
whom would .prove a’ sericus 
menaee.to peace and good order 
in Shanghai.

Prevent confusion. 


The object of section 11 may be 
deseribed as threefold.’ It is in- 
tended to relieve thé proprietor of 
a trade mark from unfair competi- 
tion, also to prevent possible cause 
of litigation, and also to prevent 
the consumer from confusion of 
ideas when selecting purchases. 
The question to be, decided was 
whether the “Golden Camel” tradn 
mark is “Matter, the use of which 
would, by reason of its being cal- 
culated. to deceive, be disentitled 
to protection.in a court of justice.”. 

The old rule of a Court of 
Equity, said His Lordship, refuses 
protection to the owner of a decep- 
tive trade mark, but in the present 
case there was no proof to show 
that in ‘fact any deception had oc-~ 
curred.. The court was therefore 
confined to considering whether 
the “Golden Camel’ mark avas, on 
the fave of it, obviously and neceg- 
sarily deceptive. 


_ The presence in a trade mark of 
a word common to itself and an- 
otter trade mark was not conclu- 
sive that the mark was deceptive. 
In deciding whether. the respond- 
ents’ trade mark was “calculated! 


to deceive,” the court, in the ab- 
sence of evidence as to trade his- 
tory, would take into account the 
commercial use of ‘both trade 
marks. , 


Customers would be asking for 
“Camel” brand, and on payment 
might'be tendered the products of 
‘either party indifferently. ° Both 
articles would be mentioned in 
conversation by the same name. 
The respondents desired to regis- 
tera green and gold label. The ap- 
pellants are now, and svill still be 
entitled, to use a label of green 
and. gold or any, other colour. 


“In ‘the resiflt therefore, His 
Lordship concluded this appeal, in 
my opinion, succeeds, I direct the 
Registrdr.of Trade Marks to de- 
cline the respondents’ application. 
The respondents’ must pay the 
costs of the appellants incurred in 
this pourt and also those incurred 
before the Registrar.” —

Arrived at Tungchow, the 
‘inal advance on Peking began, 
and half thé distance had been 
covered when, requests were re- 
ceived from the, Chinese ‘autho- 
rities for a parley. - ‘ 
Lying Messages to Peking. 
The fact was that the brag- 
tadaceio Chinese and Mongol 
Generals who had commanded the 
imperial forces had been sending 
lying messages to Peking until it 
was too late.’ Day after day the 
Emperor had been asgured that 
the “barbarians” were at the end 
of their resources and would be 
soon exterminated: but day after 
day the “barbarians” advanced 
until at last the Emperor had,to 
be advised to retreat to his hunt- 
ing park, 100 miles from Peking, 
Jeaving his ministers ‘to make 
what terms they could. Hence 
the request for a parley; but the 
very granting of it seemed to the 
Chinese to suggest that the Allies 
felt themselves to.be near the 
end of their icther, and that per- 
haps treachery and cruelty and 
high-handedness would accom- 
plish what battle in-the open had 
notorioualy failed to do, namely, to 
‘check the advance on Peking.

Ag goon as a man has bought an 
aeroplane and lesrnt to fly, he 
wants. to fly somewhere, and then 


lhe suddenly discovers that his’ 


‘field is limited by the fact that 
very few towns or villages have a 
landing ground.. He cannot go 
and: visit his friends on the farm 
in Herefordshire because. there is 
no good landing ground to alight 
on and get off from when he gets 
there.”
